2. Twenty issves of LAFO-t (the argan of international Services of 
inforsatien Foundation, Inc.) publiebed between 19 duly 1957 and 15 duly 
1954 contain no statement that vould be interpreted os indicating fore- 
knowledge of tha coup that oscurred in ireag on 14 July 1956. 

3. Tsrons for 15 duly 1955 begine with the sentenes: “Despite 306 
million dollars spent annually by ome U.d. intelligence agency (one Sense 
ter aaid it is clever te # billion) the administration 1s constantly being 
surprised ab happenings overseas, seme of them catastrophic.” IEFo“A 
then states that jte readers “wore not surprised” and contrasts its slleged 
success with the alleged failure of the above-mentioned inteliigence agency. 
this ¢leim is “subetatiated” with thirteen quotations frem previous [artis 
issues, the assumption being thet they demonstrate a supericr realisaticn 
of events leading to the July 1955 erisis. ‘These are attached inediately 
follewing this page.

If he does so, he will hawe a good chance of 
winning. ‘the Russians believe they will win either way: if the 
iwabs defeat Israel, Quaciu will get control of Middle Zast oil

2 August 2957: The Soviete intend to get agreements with 
Syria whieh will permit then te more troaps there “at the request of" 
the Syrian gevermeent. ‘Thus plane have been carefully laid to make 
the Ziserhewer Yoctrine inapplicable to Syria." The danger is that 
“the blatant disclosure that Ruesia intamwis to seteblish hereelf in 
the SAiddle fast at any price might chatter the slready procaricus 
Arab volidarity and compel Syria's mighhors to take action.” (This 
pinn is supposed te eall fer peaceful penstration under the geiae of 
“Couaxintence,” but 1% might lead te war because there may bs a military 
¢lique in the Kremlin which wishes to bring abeut another Pearl Harbor.) 

Ldanvary 1950: africa “will soon blame” (as a result of Soviet 
agent activity in iquateriel Afries.} The real Sevist objective, 
however, is control of East Africa and a1] approaches te the Indian 
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Osean, (See also isew of Ui March «bora this esas strategy is out- 
Lined in detail.) 

24 Fobruary 2955: There are probably Soviet missile experts 
in Syria, ani “it is certainly true that dallistic missiles are going 
to Syria.”
